The winter feeding of cattle in open 
sheds’ has been widely recommended 
in’ western Canada. in recent years, 
It-has been amply proven that satis- 
factory rsultg can*be obtained in win- 
tering-and fattening cattle with no 
ho'more protection; than.an open front- 
ed shed.’

In 1663, a very noteworthy change 
took place in the way Canada | was 
ruled, which brought to a close the 
rule of the fur companies.

(1) a governor, commanding the army 
and conducting the dealings with for- 
eign powers, including Indians. (2) 
An intendant, controlling the finances 
of the colony ad the administration 
of justice, and, lastly a bishop who 
held control over religious and church 
matters. The King, who at that time 
was Louls XIV., had been credited 
with saying, “I am the state. Who- 
ever is born a subject should not rea- 
s0n, but obey.” ° Little wonder then, 
that the government of Canada was 
one of absolute ‘authority and des- 
potism, 

Later on, when De Mezy took up the 
reins of government, and proposed to 
call-a meeting of the people to. elect 
members of. the. council, he -was im- 
mediately recalled: © A : 

Another system of government was 
feudalism, a method of holding land, 
which was an excellent way of keep- 
ing the inhabitants loyal to the 
crown. By this method, rich mer-

Now, besides the governor, 
intendant and bishop, there was 
also a council enjoying legislative, 
Judicial and executive powers, At the 
chief cities, Quebec, Three Rivers 
und Montreal, were also local judges 
appointed by the king from whom 
appeal could be made to the council.

military in character, having a gen- 
eral at its‘head, to gain the confidence 
of the French Canadians by just goyv- 
etnment, 

In 1768, by the proclamation 
George Ill, the government was 
again changed to civil. In addition 
to the governor and council, there was 
also to be an assembly, but to be a 
member of the latter body required 
oaths of allegiance from the French 
Canadians, thus denying certain doc- 
trines of their religion. As a result 
no assembly met and during the next 
ten years a troubled state of affairs 
prevailed in connection with the laws 
of the country, The new. subjects, 
(French Canadians) were of the op- 
inion that their laws, which they were 
accustomed to, should prevail. while, 
on the other hand, the old subjects 
wanted their own laws—the governor 
in the meantime wisely ruling to sat- 
isfy the majority (French Canadians). 

Thus the discontent of both old and 
new subjects necessitated a change 
of government. By the Quebec Act 
1774, the ‘French Canadians were 
given just treatment which kept them 
loyal to Great Britain. Thus as the 
number of. English subjects in Canada 
increased there was a growing de- 
mand for representation in the gov- 
ernment of the country.. The Mari- 
time provinces were the first to en- 
Joy this system, having in 1768, the 
first representative body meet at 
Halifax. Two years after New Bruns- 
wick became a province, it also ob- 
‘ained an assembly elected by the 
people--Canada proper in the mean- 
time, still under the sway of a, gov- 
ernor and council.

THE Annual Camp of the Alpine 
Club of Canada hele at’ Palliser 


Pass this summer,’in’ the heart of 

the .Canadian Rockies, has made 

history in this region for thé-year 

1922, The site chosen was forty- 

five miles, from Banff, the head- 

quarters of this mountaineering 
club,‘in. practically a new region, 
and quite unknown to. the general 
public,’ The outlying camp at North 

Kananaskis Pass, eight miles dis- 

tant from the Main camp, was in a 
- district even’ more; remote. than’ the 

one in which the main camp ‘was 

held, and, until this summer few 

parties had been in. ‘ 
“What the club accomplished this 

sunymer is’ on a par with. its pre- 
vious record, which has from the 
beginning done feats - worthy. of 
note? feats that have: called the 
whole world’s fattention to the. club. 
At the Alpine Congress of the Al- 
lied Nations, held at-Monaco in May, 
1920, the Alpine Club of Canada 
came secomtt only to Trance in its 
exhibits, * 

The route to camp was via the 
Walking and Riding Tour Camps, 
Eau Claire, Fishing Camp and the 
Trail Centre from where this now 
well known route ‘was left for the 
last lap of the three day trip, four- 
teen miles distant to Palliser Pass, 
Pack trains left Trail Centre (the 
transportation and mail centre) for 
Palliser Pass and Assiniboine daily, 
and from the main Alpine Club 
Camp to Kananaskis Pass as often 
as partice wished to leave. The Al- 
pine pack train left Trail Centre 


for Banff, and from Mt, Assiniboine 
to Banff, four times a week, cov- 
ering over one hundred miles. These 
camps of the Walking and Riding 
Tour which were used en route, are 
permanent camps of the Banff-Mt. 


Assiniboine Tour; the camps were 
comfortable and the meals excellent. 
Mr. Wheeler opened this district for 
those wishing an ‘casy. access into 
the heart of these great hills, at a 
moderate cost, and they are ‘now 
apart of these: hills—hills still. in 


their virgin, beauty, many miles|’ 


from civilization, 

The site of the camp was _ ideal. 
There were two lakes in the camp 
grounds, a stream and four water 
falls which tumbled hundreds of 
fect, adding considerably. to the 
beauty of the meadows in which 
the tents were pitched, The setting 
for this. village of tents—and there 
were many dozens—was delightful. 

The dining tent was a huge af- 
fair. The kitchen tent was back of 
this; not, far distant was the office 
tent. Behind this stood the Art Gal- 
lery—a tent where photographs of 
the camp and various mountain sub- 
jects of- the previous year were ex- 
hibited. Prizes were awarded for 
the best in each class. The tea tent, 
a place of welcome to climbers after 
an ascent and in’fact to all in camp, 
was near. Four o'clock was the so- 
cial hour of the afternoon when the 


mountaineer’s favorite beverage 
was. served. The men’s tents 


were not far from the lake, and the 
women’s guarters Were near the 
two waterfalls. A drying tent was

There were 
tents for the’ cooks, tents for tie 
packers, tents for the handy beys 
who’ chdpped wood and waited on 
tablu. A small interesting looking 
tent with a sign’ ‘'Guides” outside 
took the place of the: village black- 
smith, only jin this’ case mortals 
came to be shod when nails and 
spikes persistently ‘came out of 
boots, 

Truly a village: theso tents all 
made, a village whose curfew was 
the moon when high ins the heavens 
—a village without. :achureh, but 
where the, Infinite «spoke from 
mountain summits, --flowers and 
streams, a place where all was 
peace and harmony, for to be wholly. 
one with Nature in a primeval spot, 
is to be at, one with God. 1 seems 
a pity so few take advantage of an 
outing such as the Alpine Club of 
Canada affords. 

More first ascents, were made 
from camp this year ‘than in any 
previous one, this on account of its 
being a new region. ‘The first. as- 
eents were: Mount Queen Marry, 
Mount Birdwood, Mount Tipperary, 
Mount Smuts, Mount Maude, and 
Mount King Albert., There was. 
also a trip of exploration in a regiun 
that was almost unknown.
